The Crowd to the Rescue. 

The flashes of lightning which followed in 
rapid succession lighted up the wreck and 
showed the passengers who had escaped 
drowning and were hanging to the pilot-house 
and other floating wreckage. The alarm was 
quickly spread, Mayor Warner was notified 
and he ordered the entire police force, a detail 
of flremen, and the patrol-wagon and ambu- 
lance to the scene of the disaster. Within halt 
an hour the river bank was lined with people 
who waited only for an opportunity to go to 
the rescue of the drowning men and women. 
Means were not at hand, however, at least 
nothing in the shape of a boat that would be 
safe in the waters. : 

The rescuing party took the numerous small 
boats which were tied up along the river bank 
and at the peril of their own lives they started 
out in the still furious storm to gather up the 
survivors of the wreck. They were none too 
soon, either, for the men and women, worn 
out with their buffeting by the strong wind. 


IT MEETS DEATH IN THE HOME 
OF ITS FRIENDS. 


The House Refuses to Make the Stewart 
Bill a Special Order by a Majority of 
Twenty, and the Measure Goes to the 
Foot of the Calendar—How the Members 
Voted and Were Paired—Opinions by 
Mr. Bland and Other Leaders in Con- 


gress. 

Wasninetor, D. C., July 13.—[Special.]— 
Free coinage has been buried in the house of 
its profeased friends. For the large number 
of Democratic members it was a funeral pro- 
cession, in which they were the mourners, 
with the Republican minority taking charge 
of the hearse. The decision of the Republic- 
ans not to allow the special order to come up 
at all settled the whole matter. ‘The anti- 
silver Democrats gladly availed themselves of 
the Republican leadership. 

The arti-silver Democrats in the East say 
that the outcome will help Mr. Cleveland. The 
Republican leaders are willing that he should 
get all the help that he can from a record 


which shows that the great majority of the 


Democratic members of Congress confess 
that they are for sound money only in politi- 
cal emergencies and as a temporary expedient. 
The main thing is that the Silver bill is dead 
for this session, and probably for this Con- 
gress. Its passage next winter would be a 
farce. 

The struggle over the Stewart bill in the 
House today was preceded by a great deal of 
scheming on the part of the friends and op- 
ponents of the measure. When the battle was 
on the free coinage Democrats ill-concealed 
their anxiety. ‘They care little for Tracey of 
New York, Williams of Massachusetts, Her- 
bert of Alabama, and other men who had as- 
sumed the leadership of the anti-silver Demo- 
crats, but they had a wholesome dread of the

It seemed 
as though the Senate was bound to make it 
im possible for the Exposition management to 
accépt government aid, and the Illinois 
Senators were helping on the work. After 
the mischief had been done it was given out 
that they were sorry, and that Palmer would 
try to get the liquor prohibition reconsidered. 

There was a faint» hope that the Sundry Civil 
bill might get out of the Committee of the 
Whole, when it would again be in order to 
amend or reconsider any of the provisions 
adopted. But this did not happen, so the final 
judgment of the Senate in regard to hquor 
selling will not be had until tomorrow. 

In addition to Sunday closing and the prohi- 
bition of liquor selling, the amendment of 
Senator Allison limiting the gross expend- 
itures for medals, clerical service, étc., to 
$500,000 was adupted. This was at the sug- 
gestion of the Fair Commissioflers. There 
were no other changes of importance. 

Everything done regarding the Fair was in 
Committee of the Whole, so there will be 
further opportunity for amendment when the 
Sundry Civil bill is out of Committee of the 
Whole and in the Senate proper, It is a sort 
ot a parliamentary fiction by which this is 
The main thing is that anything done 
in Committee of the Whole has to be approved 
a second time by the Senate, and this will give 
the chance to get rid of the liquor-selling pro- 
vision. ;

Voted Against Liquor Selling. 

Mr. Peffer had a number of amendments 
which formed the basis of some desultory talk. 
The vital one was against liquor selling. It 
was supported by Mr. Platt, Hawley, and two 
or three other Senators. Mr. Cullom also in- 
timated that he might support it. 

Butler of South Carolina wanted to know 
from Mr. Platt what right Congress had to 
interfere in such matters, as he thought the 
sale of liquor and the observance of Sunday 
might both safely be left to the State of 
Illinois. 

Mr. Platt retorted that when Con. 
gress was making an appropriation of $5,000,- 
000 it had a right to couple conditions with 
it. 

Mr. Vest made a speech ridiculing the whole 
suggestion. He said that the eminent reform- 
érs who had taken hold of the matter, ought, 
in order to be consistent, prohibit cigarette 
sinoking on the Exposition grounds. Peti- 
tions have been received asking Congress to 
prohibit this evil, and he himself thought 
cigarette smoking was much more to be dep- 
recated than the drinking of a glass of beer. 
Vest took a shot at Frye and others of the so- 
called temperance Senators by asking why the 
drinking of whisky was not prohibited in the 
Senate restaurant, as Congress had undisput- 
ed control over that and granted the restaur- 
ant keeper his valuable privileges. The whole 
thing, he declared, was rank hypocrisy, and 
Senators knew it. 

Nobody undertook to reply to his remarks 
and a vote was called for on the liquor-selling 
prohibition. To everybody's surprise this 
amendment was adopted by a vote of 28 to 26. 
Some wavering Senators who sawjtheir, Illinois 
colleagues voting in favor of the proposition 
thought that these Senators ought to know 
what the Exposition wanted, and so recorded 
their votes against liquor-selling. The vote in 
detail was as follows:

for the recoinage from the uncurrent abraded 
subsidiary coin of $5,000,000 in half dollar sil- 
ver souvenir pieces, which are to be paid out 
to the Columbian Exposition monthly upon 
esti:nates approved by the Secretary of the 
Treasury for material and labor, after assur- 
ances that the sum of $10,000,000 has already 
been collected and disbursed, and that pro- 
vision has been made or will be made by the 
proper authorities for the closing of the Ex- 
position on the first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday, and after guarantee 
that any further sum necessary to complete 
the Exposition will be provided by the cor- 
poration. 5 
The sum of $100,000 is appropriated to meet 
the expense of recoinage. The sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors on the Exposition grounds shall 


be prohibited, except for medical, mechan- | 


ical, and scientific purposes; and detailed 


vouchers and statements of receipts showing 
monthly expenditures are required to be filed | 


with the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The commission is to meet all expenses of 
the departments of the Exposition, juries, 
Judges, committees, and clerks; the gross ex- 
penditures for medals, diplomas, Committees 
on Awards, Judges, and juries, being limited 
to $500,000. From the net receipts of the Ex- 
position the government is to receive such 
proportion as the appropriation made by the 
bill bears to the stockholders’ and the City of 
Chicago’s subscriptions. 

Lastly, provision is made for the procure- 
ment of medals diplomas. 

Mr, Pettigrew offered an amendment, 
which was agreed to, for the appointment on 
the Exposition Commission of two additional 
Commissioners and Alternates from the five 
civilized tribes of Indians. 

Has a Rough Road in the House. 

Ine amendment, after its passage by the 
Senate as part of the Sundry Civil vill, has a 
rocky road to travel through the House. If 
wise counsels prevail no effort will be made to 
have the House concur in the Senate amend- 
mente without aconference. The plan, will 
be to let the World's Fair provision go into 
conference without asking a separate vote. 

The House conferrees, so far as the majority 
is concerned, will not be friendly to the 
World's Fair, but this is something that can- 
not be helped.

RIDGES BLOWN UP. 


CUR D'ALENE STRIKERS USE 
DYNAMITE FREELY, 


Northern Pacific Track Destroyed to Pre- 
vent the Importation of Troops—Non- 
Union Men Robbed and Fired At as 
They Run—A Report That Mine Own- 
ers Are Held as Hostages—The District 
Is Declared Under Martial Law—List of 

the Dead and Injured, E 

Srpoxans, Wash., July 13.—[Special.}—The 
strikers have possession of the telegraph 
telephone offices at Wardner and other Cour 
d’Aléne points. They have blown up railroad 
bridges and are prepared to fight any United 

States troops who should be near Wardner 

now. Last night a gang of armed strikers 


overtook seventy unarmed non-union men at 


Old Mission, about twenty, miles this side of 
Wardner, robbed them of their wages and 
fired on them while running away. Many 
non-union men were killed. Others escaped 
to the woods and swamps. Seven caught the 
steamer and arrived in Spokane today. 

A relief party 1s going after the others. 

This morning twelve bodies were picked up 
m the cafion. They were riddled with bul- 
lets. A number of non-unionists were 
wounded, but they were carried away by their 
comrades. Today 200 more non-union men 
were sent out of Wardner on board thecars 
guarded by members of the Minera’ Union, 
who left the train when it was afew miles 
out of town. 

Boiss Ciry, Idaho, July 13.—[Special.]— 
The troops arrived at the scene of the dis- 
turbance in Coeur d’Aléne this morning. No 
collision has occurred as yet.“ The Governor 
has issued a prociamation declaring the af- 
fected district under martial law. The Gov-

Word has been received that three compa- 
nies of Federal troops from Missoula have ar- 
rived at Mullan. The other troops have 
never been heard from. Adjutant-General 
Curtis, who is in command for the State and 
who went to Coeur d’Alene in advance of the 
outbreak, has not been heard from today, and 
it is feared he has fallen into the hands of the 
strikers. 

Situation Is Critical, 

This afternoon everything is quiet at 
Mullan, Burke, Gem, and Wallace, and there 
is no prospect of any immediate trouble. At 
Wardner the situation is critical, though there 
is no immediate prospect of bloodshed, The 
non-union men have gone out of Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan mine and have been shipped out 
of Coeur d’Alene. Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mill has been reieased by the miners and 
turned over to the company. 

Troops are hourly expected to arrive at 
Wardner.from the West, anc a conflict with 
the miners in the valley is thought possible. At 
the headquarters of the union miners at this 
place an assurance was given that all trouble 
was over if the non-union men came out of 


The 
Sunday occurred today. Three hundred min- 
ers followed the remains to the grave. 

Portianp, Ore, July 13.—The Union Pacific 
has just received advices from Coeur d’Aléne 
that the Northern Pacific railroad bridge, to- 
gether with several hundred feet of track, were 
blown up by the strikers west of Mullan this 
morning. ‘The company is preparing to take 
all the non-union men out of the mines this 
afternoon to Tekoa. 

Will Blow Up the Mines, 


The union men assert that the moment the 
troops appear on the seene they will blow up 
the Bunker Hill, Sullivan, Sierra Nevada, and 
Gem mines. The burnimy of the bridge near 
Mullan will hold the troops there uniess they 
march cn foot to Wallace ana Wardner, which 
is about ten miles. It is now reported that 
union men have taken Van B. Delashnutt of 
Portland, William Sweeny, and other mine 
owners and will hold them as hostages until 
the trouble is settled. "1 

A special train over the Union Pacifie left 
at 9:30 a. m. bearing 200 troops of the Four- 
teenth Infantry from Vancouver, Wash., for 
the Cour d’Alene mines. A special train 
over the Union Pacific arrived at Pendleton 
this morning bearing troops from Idaho, 
Two companies have left Fort Sherman for 
the scene of the trouble. In all about 700 
United States troops and militia are on the 
way tothe mine and will arrive there this 
afternoon and tonight. 

Wat.aceg, Idaho, July 18.— The night passed 
without incident. The miners are resting on 
their arms. The colored troops arrived at 
Mullan at 2 o’clock this morning. They are 
now at Mullan. It is feared if they come to 
Wallace every man of the association mem- 
bers will be blown up. Efforts are now bei 
made to hold the troops at Mullan to avoid 
disaster. , 

All the mills of the mines where non-union 
labor has been employed habe been charged 
with magazine and fuse attached since yester- 
day. At a signal, it is said, all will be blown 
up. This, however, is said only in the event 
of troops arriving on the scene. 

Military on the Way There. 

Sr. Pavzt, Minn., July 13.— Special.] —Iu- 
formation was received at military headquar- 
ters here today that the three companies of 
the Twenty-fifth Infantry on the way from 


to a stop at Mullan by a gang of the Cœur 
d’Alene miners, who blew up the railroad 
track just before the troops arrived. Mullan 
is about twenty-five miles from the scene of 
the riot and the troops will probably be 
obliged to march the rest of the way. Maj. 
Sanborn is in command of the detachment, 

Word was received by General Manager 
Mellen of the Northern Pacific today that the 
Idaho strikers had inaugurated a campaign 
against the road and were destroying proper- 
ty at à rapid rate on the Cour d’Alene 
branch, which runs from Desmet to Mission, 
At last accounts they had cut the East- 
ern and Western wires, and torn up 
considerable track in order to cut off 
communication with the rest of the 
condition of the wires it has been difficult to 
obtain any extended information as to the real 
amount of damage. It was also learned that 
the strikers controlled all telegraph messages, 
holding revolvers to the heads of operators 
and not allowing them to send anything un- 
favorabie to the strikers. 

Wasnivetor, D. C., July 138:—Gen. Scho- 
field has ordered the following additional 
troops to the Coer d’Aléne district, Idaho:

ORIGIN OF THE MINERS’ STRIKE. 


W. Hussey Gives the History of the Labor 


Troubles in Idaho. 

The riots in the Cœur d’Aléne mines, the 
causes leading to them, the strength of the 
Mine-Owners’ Association .and the Miners’ 
Union, and the probable outcome were talked 
of yesterday to a reporter for Tus TRIBUNE 
by W. Hussey of the Spokane National Bank 
of Spokane, Wash. He said: 

„Those are silver-lead ore mines, the larg- 
est of the kind in the United States. The 


fight is tne great struggle between vnion and 


non-union labor capital. The quarrel 
began last fall. The miners, fearing that the 
introduction of electric drills might lessen the 
demand for miners and increase it for shovel- 
ers and ore laborers, insisted on the wages of 
common laberers being raised from $3 to 
$3.50 a day, the wages of skilled miners. This 
was assented to by mine-owners at the time. 
Then the railway companies advanced freight 
rates $2 a ton, and the mines in this district 
ali closed down, giving the advanced freight 
rates as the reason. 

„The freight rates were put back to the 
former price. Then the mine-owners noti- 
flea the miners that they would reopen the 
mines April 1, and would pay tminers $3.50, 
and shovelers, carmen, and outside laborers 
$3, except in wet mines, where these common 
laborers, being compelled to work in water 
much of the time, would be given $3.50 also, 
The Miners’ union rejected this offer and re- 
fused to allow the men to go to work. 

„The mine-owners formally notified the 
men that if they would not go to work at 
those wages non-union laborers would be im- 
ported to take their places. The mines re- 
mained closed, 

„The first outsiders brought in were cap- 
tured by the union men, who marched them 
out of ‘camp and compelled them to make 
eep snow, as best 
they could, for forty miles, from the Idaho 
line to Thompson Falls.

Mine-owners then applied at Boise City to the 
Supreme Court for an injunction to restrain 
the union men from interfering in any man- 
ner with the handling or working of the 
mines. The . injunction was ‘granted 
and was served ona-large number of the men 
as well as on officers of the Miners’ Union. 
Up to the present time that injunction has 
been regarded. , 

‘‘ The Frisco, Gem, Union and other mines 
near Wallace obtained enough non-union men 
to carry on the work, and at Wardner, the 
Bunker Hill, O'Sullivan, Sierra Nevada, Em- 
ma and Last Chance also secured non-union 
labor. Recently there was a hearing of these 
injunction cases at Boise City before Judge 
Beattie, who decided in favor of the mine- 
owners and made the injunction perpetual. 
It is sapposed that on receipt of this news at 
the camps the riots broke out. 


All Quiet at West Superior. 

West Suvenior, Wis., July 13.-—[Special. ]— 
The day has been uneventful at the West Su- 
perior Iron and Steel company’s works. To- 
night all fear’of a strike in the near future 
has been quieted, the men are seemingly quite 
content, though fully. sympathizing with their 
Homestead brothers.

A TORNADO SWEEPS AN OHIO TOWN. 


It Demolishes Thirty Dwellings and Se- 
riously Injures Many Persons. 

SprINGFIELD, O., July 13.—The most de- 
structive tornado which ever visited this 
section of the country struck the southeastern 
portion of the city, the residence portion, this 
morning at 11 o’clock and completely demol- 
ished about thirty residences and partially 
ruined over a hundred more. But two 
persons are possibly ‘fatally injured but the 
loss in property is appalling. A conservative 
estimate places the loss at between $100,000 
and $200,000. The tornado was fully a mile 
long from west to east and three blocks wide. 
It struck the fair grounds in the western part 
of the city, hurled itself along in a south- 


easterly direction, taking a house here and 


there until it struck the corner of South Lime- 
stone street and Euclid avenue, three-quarters 
of a mile away, where it took out an entire 
block, all residences. 

It then lifted and passed over the city in a 

northeasterly direction, knodki down a 
house here and there. The scene of the great- 
est destruction is the block immediately east 
of South Limestone street. Scarcely half a 
dozen houses are left standing. The wind 
was preceded for about five minutes by a 
heavy fall of water, followed by continuous 
flashes of lightning. Two clouds then ap- 
proached, both funnel-shaped, one from the 
west and one from the southwest, and clash- 
ing directly over the fair grounds began their 
work of destruction. 
It whirled about, felling trees and buildings 
in two separate paths 500 feet apart and about 
100 feet wide, gleaving the center absolutely 
untouched. fhe destruction here did not oc- 
cupy three minutes. Twenty residences at 
least are totally destroyed. 

The entire police force of the city has 
been ordered to the scene of the ruins, and 
the Mayor has ordered out the Champion City 
Guard and Battery E to preserve order and 
prevent vandalism. Fully thirty families are 
absolutely ruined. 

John Leache and his family of five children, 
living in the very center of the destroyed dis- 
trict, had a miraculous escape. They were at 
dinner when the cyclone came, It lifted the 
house directly above the terrified family’s 
head and crashed it down a mass of heapmg 
ruins. None of the family was fatally in- 
jured.

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VEW SILVER SCHEME. 


FREE COINAGE STATES MAY HOLD 
THE BALANCE OF POWER. 


What Might Be Accomplished if Their 
- Electors Would Vote for No Man for 
President Except He Be Pledged That 
He Would Not Veto a Silver Act—Ig- 
natius Donnelly Nominated for Governor 


News of a Political Kind. ® 

Herena, Mont., July 13.--[Special.]—In 
the second day’s session of the National Min- 
ing Congress President Francis G. Newlanas of 
Nevada made a strong silver speech, urging 
the mining States to put the ih terests of silver 
before party interests, telling how party or- 
ganization could be preserved in each mining 
State and the people still be able tu use their 
power to advance the free coinage of silver. 
This could be done by an agreement that the 
Electoral votes of the mining States 
should be cast for no person as Pres- 
dent who would not agree to permit 
any silver act passed. by Congress to 
pecome a law. Newlands’ view was that all 
three of the national parties in the mining 
States should instruct their Electors to act in- 
dependently in the Electoral College. What- 
ever party won in these States, their entire 
vote could be aggregated in the Electoral 
College and would probably hold. the balance 
of power. If, meanwhile, the silver question 
is settled by international agreement such 
Electors could cast their votes according to 
party predilections, but if not they could 
exact as a condition of their vote 
an understanding that the future action of 
both houses of Congress on the silver ques- 
tion should stand without executive inter- 
ference or vote. He also claimed that, even 
though the election were thrown into the 
House, the cause of silver would not neces- 
sarily be lust if its friends were 
and vigilant; that, while it is true 
that the present House is Democratic, 
and is likely to cast its vote for Cleveland, if 
no precaution is taken, steps may be taken to 

revent his election unless he agree not to use 

is executive power, as heretofore, to defeat 
silver legislation; that the Bimetallic League 
could take this matter in hand and organize 
for action, 


MINNESOTA PEOPLE'S PARTY. 


Ignatius Donnelly Has Control—A Crim- 
inal Lawyer Speaks for Farmers, 

Sr. Paul., Minn., July 18.—[ Special. —Sikty 
of the eighty vounties of Minnesota were rep- 
resented by between 600 and 700 delegates at 
the convention of the People’s party, which 
opened in St. Paul today. 

The principal event of the forenoon was 
Donnelly’s speech, It was the same old 
calamity howl. 

The nature of the claims made by the Peo- 
ple’s party may be gathered from the speech 
of D. A. Stewart, the Temporary Chairman. 

“Why,” said he, the new party is so strong 
in some of the counties that a Republican or 
Democrat is looked upon as a monstrosity of 
the past. Up in Renville County they had a 
caucus, composed of a wheat-buyer and a 
postmaster. In another county two or three 
politicians got together and elected them- 
selves delegates, but there was nobody to sign 
their credentials.”’ 

All the time W. W. Erwin, the criminal 
lawyer, who is Chairman of the Alliance or 
Anti- Donnelly State Central committee, stood 
outside the hall with some of his fellow com- 
mittee members awaiting permission to come 
in and present the conditions on which the 
Alliance would cooperate with the People’s 
party this year. In the convention it was 
proposed by Pat Rabilly of Red Wing, an ex- 
Democrat, who is one of the delegates, that a 
committee be chosen to go out and confer 
with Erwin. 

What's the use of this? exclaimed an ex- 

cited delegate. Shall we let Rabilly head a 
committee to talk with those fellows and sell 
us out as he did two years ago!“ 
‘ Meanwhile the routine ‘work of the conven- 
tion went on and Ro Schilling of Mil- 
waukee responded to a call for as h. 
Finally, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, Erwin 
was allowed to enter and given a place on the 
platform. 

Erwin had his apron, His speech was a 
bitter assault upon the People’s party. That 
organization, he declared, was planning to 
turn the government. into a vast railroad and 
banking corporation.

ALASKA INDIANS FIGHT WHITES. 


Are Killed in the First Battle—No 

Government Aid at Hand. 

Port Townsenp, Wash., July 13.—News 
was received today by the steamship City of 
Topeka of a fight between white men and In- 
dians which occurred at Chilcat, Alaska, July 
5, resulting in three deaths. Bitter feel- 
ing was engendered recently when several 
Indians were discharged from the cannery. 
June 30 thirty Indians fired from ambush on 
the fishing steamer Lillian.

INTERRUPT SOME QUIET GAMES. 


Police Raid Gambling Joints and Arrest 
Sixty-two Keepers and Employes. 


By a preconcerted arrangement the police 


made a wholesale raid on the bucket-shops at 
3:40 yesterday afternoon and arrested sixty- 
two keepers and employés. The places pulled 
were Nos. 267 and 269 Clark street, No. 77 
Jackson street, the House of David at No. 17 
Arcade court, No. 122 Clark street, No. 170

126 Washington street, known as the Chicago 
Public Stock Exchange. All the places, with 
the exception of the Stock Exchange and Shaw’s 
Mercantile Telegraph Agency at No. 267 
Clark street, are owned and operated by Shak- 
el and Maher.

TEN BODIES FOUND. 


SEARCHING FOR VICTIMS OF THE 
PEORIA DISASTER. 


Many Tales of Woe Are Told—Narrow Es- 
eapes from the Hull of the Sinking 
Steamer—Capt. Loesch Gives His Ver- 
sion of the Capsizing of the Vessel—The 
Storm Came Too Quickly to Permit a 
Landing—Pekin Shrouded in Gleom 
Over the Affair,

found the body 1n that position with the hands 
and arms rigid. 

So rigid were her arms that when the body 
was taken from the. boat and to the morgue 
the arms remained in the position in which 
death had overtaken her. She was a pretty 
girl of 20 years, well educated and well liked, 
and but for the fact that she preferred to make 
her own living might have lived at home in 
comfort and ease. 

Tuesday’s storm at Peoria blew all the 
scenery of the Last Days of Pompeii” to 
the ground. The damage is $1,000. Henry J. 
Pain, of the London firm controlling the per- 
formance, was in Peoria at the time. He 
superintended the repairs, and new scenery 
will be made ready for tonight’s display. 

Excitement of the Morning. 

Not since the awful morning of the Chats- 
worth wreck have there been such scenes of 
excitement, of pathos, of sorrow as the morn- 
ing following the disaster ot the pleasure 
steamer Frankie Folsom, There were fathers 
and mothers seeking for sons and daughters, 
sons and daughters for parents, and lovers for 
sweethearts. The coroner's office was all 
morning the center of a surging mass of hu- 
mauity swaying back and forth. There 
were nine odies there and each 
one of the crowd was ssed with a 
desire to see them. The police were perfectly 
powerless to preserve anythmg like order. 
The river banks were lined with people all 
through the night. In the morning the Pekin 
trains began tocomein. A half-dozen roads 
use the Peoria and Pekin depot, and although 
extra cars had been provided all were loaded. 
The scene of the disaster is nearly two miles 
above the center of the city, and the sidewalks 
were black with the people straggling out 
there as soon as day appeared. 

There was nothing to see but the submerged 
boat. But the crowd was tireless in looking. 
Here and there, dottmg the surface of the 
smooth lake, were to be seen boats dragging 
the river iu efforts to find the missing bodies. 
But the river is as high as it has been all 
spring and the current is swift cad strong. 
When the river gives up its remaining dead it 
will be found that they ened drifted a long dis- 
tance from where death wvertook them. 
There is a similarity between the circum- 
stances attending the Chatsworth wreck and 
the disaster to the Frankie Folsom. In both 
cases the victims were pleasure-seekers and in 
each instance death came with almost the 
suddenness of a lightning stroke. The plunge 
into the horrible ravine was scarcely more 
sudden than was the immersionin the waves 
of the Illinois River. 


Was a Gust of ‘Power. 

There was little rain. It was not a cyclone 
or tornado, but a gust. It lasted but a mo- 
ment, and when it passed the boat was on 
its side; there were men and women clinging 
to every possible article w'.ich they could 
clasp, while in the water 
struggling for life. The waves rolled com- 
pletely over the submerged vessel. The cries 
of the impriso and drowning 0 
ple could be heard above the * — 
of the storm. Almost immediately the 
shore was crowded with people standing in 
the rain. It was some time before a boat 
could venture to go to the assistance of the 
unfortunates. A boat attempted the feat, but 
the boats were swamped before they had 
fairly left the shore. Soon, however, several 
hardy men had taken skiffs in the teeth of the 
gale and rode over the waves to the scene of 
the wreck, There they were successful in 
getting off the people who were clinging to 
the hull.

was not densely packed, Women with babies 
on the breast here stood patiently in the broil- 
ing sun watching the efforta of a small-sized 
boat to pull the Frankie Folsom from the im- 
prisoned bodies over which it was believed to 
stand sentinel. Men weakened and sought 
the shade or the friendly shelter of a neigh- 
boring saloon, but these women never moved. 

One of the most frantic men at the scene of 
the disaster was Louis Reutler, the gray- 
haired father of Lottie Reutler, who was one 
of the passengers on the ill-fated steamer. The 
body of Lottie was not recovered until noon, 
but the old Tazewell County farmer never 
22 exertions for a moment. His grief 
was terkible to see. 

The Coroner's jury in this cage is composed 
of solid business-men of the city; men who 
will go to the bottom of the facts to place the 
responsibility for this appalling disaster where 
it belongs. ‘here are many who are inclined 
to blame the Captain of the Folsom for em- 
barking his passengers while a storm was ap- 
proaching. The truth of the matter is that 
few, if any, believed there would be a storm, 
or if there was that it would burst upon 
them in such gs short time and with 
such fury. The fact remains that 
none of the passengers did remonstrate 
with him and this has been duly brought to 
the attention of the jury. Few of the pass 
sengers of the Folsom would have been 
rescued had it not been for the fact that the 
entertainment at Lake View Park, almost 
within a stone’s throw of the scene of the dis- 
aster, had justended. This was attended by 
an immense crowd of perhaps 7,000 persons. 
But few had left the upper street-car power 
house, the point of departure. This crowd 
immediately broke for the river bank, and the 
rescue was accomplished as speedily as 
possible. 


Sad Stories of the Disaster. 


The death of the Rev. J. H. McMeen and his 
affianced, Miss Moltie Hepler, was particular- 
ly sad. Mr. McMeen is a Methodist .preacher 
stationed at Benson, on the Santa Fé, and he 
was formerly in charge of a church at Farnier- 
ville. The date of his wedding with Miss 
Hapler of Streator was near at hand, and he 
organized a little pleasure party consisting of 
himself, Miss Hepler, her siste lle of 
Streator, and her brother Grant “Hepler of 
Eureka, who is a dentist at that place. 

They had been to the Last Days of Pompeii 
and when they started home the cars were 
crowded and at Mr. McMeen’s suggestion they 
got aboard the Frankie Folsom on the Cap- 
tain’s promising to stop at Main street here 
where they would take the red express on the 
Jacksonville and Southeastern for Eureka. 
Mr. McMeen and Mollie Hepler were drowned 
and their bodies were — the number re- 
covered last night. Grant Hepler is among 
the missing and his death is almost certain. 
Miss Belle Hepler is the oniy one of the gay 
party of four who survived the disaster. 

John Ahrends and Miss Mary Floth of Pekin 
were to have been married within the month, 
and they took advantage of the pleasant even- 
ing for a trip on the river and to see the fire- 
works at the entertainment in Peoria. Today 
their corpses are in the morgue, and white 
tulle has given place to mourning. Mrs. 
Beebe, who is numbered among the missing, 
is the wife of a telegraph operator at Duluth, 
Minn. She was on a visit to her father, Henry 
Zuckweilder of Pekin, and had gone on the 
river excursion with some friends. 


The Coroner Gets to Work. 


As soon as the wreck had become known 
Coroner James Bennett of Peoria County was 
notified, and he at once summoned a jury to 
investigate the fateful accident. Those selected 
were ex-Mayor Sam Kinsey, Bernard Meals, 
M. Hergett, Capt. W. F. York, Capt. W. . H. 
Allen, and J. Schellbach. The jury held a 
session during the morning, and at noon went 
to the scene of the disaster. The members 
were at the steamers side when the body of 


Miss Lottie Reutler, the tenth recovered, was 


taken from the cabin of the sunken beat. A 
second session of the Coroner’s court was held 
during the afternoon, at which half a dozen 
witnesses were examined. 

There are many here who express the belief 
that the Captain of the eteamer may be held 
responsible, because of his failure to heed the 
warnings of the passengers, who tried to keep 
him from leaving the deck until the storm 
had passed. The jury adjourned late in the 
afternoon to hold another sitting Monday. 

Capt. Loesch's Version. 

Capt. Loesch of the Folsom has been steam- 
boating on the Illinois River for the last:three 
or four years. He deeply deplores the acci- 
dent when interviewed tonight by your 
correspondent betrayed a 
emotion.

After an extended search 
he succeeded in bringing three more bodies to 
the surface. The cabin and boiler-room had 
by this time been torn away by the wind and 
waves and nothing remained but the hull of 
the boat. He accompanied the last skiff load 
to the shore and rendered ail the assistance 
possible in looking after the injured. 


THE SCENES IN PEKIN, 


Desolation of the Town-—Stories of Some 
Survivors, . 

Pzxin, III., July 13.—[{Special.]—A little 
handbill tacked on the main door of the Taze- 
well County Court-House will serve as an in- 
troduction to a great calamity. The handbill, 
which will be remembered for years and years 
to come, is as follows: 

Steamboat excursion to the “Last Days of 
Pompeii.” The Frankie Folsom will leave Pekin 
Tuesday, July 12; Thursday, July 14; Saturday, 
‘July 16, at 6:20sharp, for Peoria; will land at 
Lake View Park and avoid all rush and crowding, 
saving street-car fare and jam, and returning will 
leave Peoria at 11 p. m.; will almost make land- 
ing at foot of Main street. Round trip, 35 cents. 
J. C. Loesch, Captain. 

The Frankie Folsom was a little boat such 
as one sees on the smaller rivers of this coun- 
try. It was originally intended for purposes 
of pleasure and had been used on the Illinois 
for quite a numberof years. It had a deck 
and a cabin and was considered. as safe as any 
boat of its class. Some time ago Capt. 
Loesch concluded he would use his boat for 
towing purposes and sawed off one end of it to 
lessen its draft. This summer it has been in 
charter a good many times for pleasure par- 
ties, ana last night was the first trip it made 
up to the park at Peoria, where an exhibition 
of fireworks is made. 

It steamed away from the foot of Court street 
about 7 o’clock with a full complement of pas- 
sengers and crew. The passengers were seated 
on the boat preparatory to enjoying the trip on 
the river. They were in the main from the busi- 
ness walks of this good, old, reliable town, 
people in easy circumstances, neither bur- 
dened with riches on the one hand nor cares 
on the other. At2o’clock in the morning or 
a little after the Chicago express south bound 
steamed into the station in Pekin there 
emerged therefrom twenty or twenty-five of 
the people who only a few hours before had 
sailed away on Folsom. Some were 
bruised and battered, others had broken 
fingers and contusions, All were dripping 
wet andjthe women were hysterical. Pekin is 
a little town of 7,000 or 8,000 people. It 
has not acquired city ways and folks 
know each other, the news of the 
terrible disaster went through the city like a 
charge of the electricity over a copper wire, 
It was not thirty minutes after the survivors 
had arrived in the city until everybody knew 
what had happened. It is useless to attempt 
to describe the scenes of the night. The great- 
est excitement prevailed, as no tidings could 
be gotten from Peoria. 

_Many started to Peoria in buggies and car- 
riages long before daylight. About half of 
Pekin has been at the scene of the disaster 
during the day; quite a number have returned. 
Many are happy that their loved ones are safe. 

When Tue Trrpune correspondent arrived 
he found the streets filled with F people discuss- 
ing the calamity. It has been like a funeral 
all day here, said one of the leading men of 
the city. Just then a hearse came around the 
corner followed by four or five carriages con- 
taining mourners and friends of the dead per- 
son that was in the coffin. It was the body of 
Mrs. Henry Druisdieker, who was drowned on 
the Folsom. The list of casualties is not con- 


, sidered e mplete. 


All of the passengers who left Pekin have 
been accounted for as either present or dead, 
with the exception of Mrs. Kate Beebe, who 
was on the boat with her father, Mr. Henry 
Zuck weiler. ‘ 

Some of the people are, as stated above, 
suffering severely from bruises, lacerations, 
and the effects of the water. Mr. Zuckweiler 
is seriously hurt in the shoulders and chest, 
having been struck oy the boat as it went 
over. 

Jacob Rapp, whose wife was badly bruised 
in the aecident and whose daughter, Mrs. 
Wiles, was drowned, says: “‘ The skies were 
pretty black when we got on the boat, a big 
storm was coming up, and some of 
us felt that the boat ought not 
to start in the face of it. We did not say any- 
thing to the Captain about it, however, and 
the boat went out into the stream. There was 
a little deckhand known by the nickname of 
‘Peg Leg’; he was letting the awnings 
down around the sides of the 
boat so as to r the passengers from the 
rain. I told him the boat ought not to start 
in the storm, but he said the boat was all right 
and there was nodanger. My wife, my daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Sutton, and myself were sitting in 
the bow of the boat. 

Just as the boat was turning around the 
wind struck it and over it went. We were 
thrown into the water and I managed to get on 
top of the hull. I pulled Mr. Sutton up with 
me, and then Mrs. Sutton got 
up. My wifes head appeared above 
the surface of the water and Mr. Sutton and 
myself tried to pull her from tne place she was 
in. She seemed to be w in between the 
decks somehow or other. We pulled her out 
after a while, but it required considerable effort. 

A man who was in the water under her had 
caught her by the leg in a deatn grip, and 
when we pulled her out he came too. She 
was badly bruised and suffers a great deal 
from prostration. The man whocame up 
with her us all right. 

J do not think the boat ought to have 
started in the storm. None of the crew so far 
as I could see was drunk. but I think it would 
have been just as well if the Captain had re- 
mained at the landing a while and allowed the 
storm to pass over. 

Arrangements are being made here for the 
funerals of the victims of the sad accident 
to occur at the same time Friday from the 
Court-House. There is still a great deal of 
excitement over the accident and it will not 
be forgotten for many a year. There are 
eight dead bodies in Pekin awaiting burial 
in Pekin tonight. 

John Ahrends, who was lost in the wreck, 
was met by a friend just before he took the 
boat and asked where he was going. I am 
going up to the exhibition of fireworks,’ was 
the reply. ‘* Well, good-by, old fellow,” said 
Ahrend’s friend jocularly.

These recom- 
mendations are in the line of most desirable 
reform and should be adopted. 


BRITISH FREE TRADE STRIKES. - 

Ever since the trouble broke out at the Car- 
negie works at Homestead the Democrats in 
Congress and out of it have been asserting 
with increasing vehemence that it was the di- 
rect result of the Republican protective policy 
of the last thirty-one years. They have made 
that declaration in prose, poetry, and pictures. 
They have howled it in meetings. Their 
papers have given up their space to double- 
leaded articles on the development of this 
false theory. Senator Voorhees has preached 
it with maudlin rhetoric and the tender-heart- 
ed McMillin of Tennessee has shed tears of 
pity over the ten-dollar-a-day leaders of the 
strikers at Homestead who are driven to 
mutiny by their sufferings under the protec- 
tion system! A wail and a how! have gone up 
from the whole party, a wailing like the 
jackals and a mourning like the ostriches.“ 

Fortunately for the country the Democrats 
have a remedy for all these troubles. They 
say that if they are put in power they will 
introduce the millennium; that there will be 
no more strikes and no more disputes over 
wages. The capitalistic lion and the trades 
union lamb will lie down together and a little 
Democratic child will lead them. The recipe 
is the abolition of all protection and the intro- 
duction of free trade and open ports to the 
competition of the world. But how has that 
free trade remedy worked in the free trade 
countries where it has been most faithfully 
tried? Has it promoted peace among work- 
men and good will to employers in Great 
Britain or Belgium? 

If American strikes are due to protection 
then are not English strikes due to free trade? 
Which policy is most productive of labor dis- 
turbances? During the last half century not a 
year has gone by without England being the 
scene of some desperate quarrel between cap- 
ital and labor on so great a scale as to at- 
tract the attention of the world. England 
and Wales are industrial volcanoes which 
when not in a state of eruption are trembling 
from the pent-up internal fires. The Island of 
Great Britain south of the Clyde is the 
scene of almost incessant strife between labor, 
organized on a scale and toa perfection un- 
known ins this country, and capital is united 
to an extent undreamed of here. 

If all the strikes in the United States and 
the other. protection countries of the world 
from the beginning of their manufacturing ac- 
tivity were added together they would not 
equal in number or serious results the Eu- 
glish free trade strikes of the last forty years. 

Only a short time has passed since the close 
of the tremendous strike of the Durham and 
Yorkshire coal miners. That strike raised 


‘the price of coal in London on the poor two or 


three dollars aton. Itso shortened the pub- 
lic supplygthat many manufactories were ob- 
liged to let their fires go out and close their 
works. But a little prior t6 this desperate in- 
dustrial struggle 20,000 or 30,000 dock- workers 
of London went on a strike which paralyzed 
the commerce of that great city fora long 
time. The revelations of the meager pay which 
the men had been receiving under the benefi- 
cent dispensation of free trade shocked people 
in this country who had been accustomed to 
the immensely higher wage scale of the 
United States, which has been preserved by 
the protection which the Democrats de- 
nounce. 

The industrial warfare in the great free 
trade country of the world has been so inces- 
sant that it is impossible to recount the long 
series of strikes, many of them lasting for 
six months or more, terminating often in the 
starvation of men and women or in driving 


them into the poorhouses, and in the destruc- 


tion of millions of capital and the bankruptcy 
of many manufacturers. There have been 
great strikes among the Welsh coal miners 
and iron workers, the Manchoster cotton 
spinners and weavers, the putters of Stafford- 
shire, the cutlers of Sheffield, the armies of 
workers in the iron and coal districts, and the 
carpenters in the ship-yards on the Clyde. 
There was a great strike against the railroads 
two years ago of so serious a nature that the 
intervention of the government became neces- 
sary to prevent its paraly ung all trade and 
travel. 

The trades unions of free trade England are 
wonderfully organized and the supply of non- 
union labor much smaller than in this coun- 
try. The labor organizations accumulate 
great surplus funds, and when one is on a 
strike all the others contribute liberally to the 
support of its members in order to tire out 
and break down the employers. The working- 
men fight to the starvation point when on a 
strike, because they have come to hold com- 
munistic views much like those set forth by 
Senator Palmer in the Senate the other day. 
They believe that if a man once gets to work 
in a shup he has secured a vested right to stay 
there at the wages fixed by his union, which 
determines a minimum wage scale which | 
should never be reduced, no matter what the 
condition of trade, and that minimum scale 
to be raised whenever the union votes that 
business justifies a raise. 

English and Welsh workmen, reared in a 
free trade community, for nearly half a cent- 
ury have brought those views to this country 
with them, and have preached them industri- 
ously to the Armferiean union’ and are found 
at the head of American strikes. They are 
the leaders at Homestead and elsewhere. 
They have brought with them the doctrine of 
the trades unions of free trade England that a 
non-union man has no rights which a member 
of a union is bound to respect. The outrages 
which have been committed on American la- 
borers because they chose to work for wages 
which suited them, but did not suit a union, 
were not the result of protection. Stich prac. 
tices were not indigenous on American soil, 
They were an imitation of the methods of 
free trade England. 

If the dispute about wages at Homestead 
was occasioned by protection, as the Demo- 
crats assert, then the more serious strikes 
which constantly occur in English iron and | 
steel works must be the result of free trade. 
There is mo escaping that conclusion. Since 
there are strikes in this country where the sole 
competition is a limited domestic one there 
would be many more strikes when the compe- 
tition was that of the whole manufacturing 
world. Domestic competition has forced 
down prices of steel and occasioned the de- 


mand for a reduction of wages. Free trade

Therefore, how are peace and 
mony to be secured by abolishmg pr 
and free trade? The first and im- 
mediate effect of it would be a general de- 
mand for a sweeping reduction of wages, fol- 
lowed, of course, by innumerable strikes, 
which would involve every industry.

AT ONCE ORDER CREMATION or P GARBAGE. 
The Common Council of this city will meet 
tonight, possibly for the last time but one be- 
fore the summer vacation. It should not ad- 
journ without first making adequate provision 
for destroying the garbage of the city by ere- 
mation. Its members will not have done 
their duty by the citizens and taxpayers if they 
go off till September without taking such 
action as may be necessary for the burning up 
of all the daily accretions of garbage which 
can be disposed of in that way. It is now 
pretty generally agreed that the garbage 
nuisance cannot be dealt with satistactorily 
by any cther method, the only question raised 
being as to how the crematories shall be sup- 
plied with the putrefying stuff to be consumed. 
Some are injudiciously advising that the filth 
be left to be removed by private contract 
| made with persons who may speculatively 
build crematory ovens, not reflecting that the 
work would not then be attended to even as 


in many wards of the city. 

The Council should at once authorize the 
Mayor to proceed with the work of establish- 
ing the réquired number of crematories, 
which is estimated to be two or three in the 
West Division, and one in each of the other 
divisions of the city, and one in Lake. It need 
not take them long to agree upon the language 
of the order and pass it. Then Mayor Wash- 
burne will promptly attend to the rest. It 
will be both his duty and his pleasure to pro- 
ceed right away, and make arrangements 
which will be carried out while the Aldermen 
are off rusticating, so that when they return 
home it will be to find the cremation of garb- 


| age under successful headway. But if they 


adjourn without takmg such action the im- 
portant work will be deferred until the fall, 
the heated term will have passed with no re- 
lief to the million who were obliged to stay 
at home, and possibly a great number of 
deaths will be legitimately chargeable to their 
negligence. They ought not to assurhe sucha 
responsibility. They should not brave the pos-

SUNDAY OPENING OF THE FAIR. 

From the apparent ignorance displayed by 
Congress in the discussion of the World’s 
Fair Sunday opening question it would seem 
that the directors have not done what they 
should to let Congress and the country know 
just what kind of a Sunday opening they pro- 
pose, 

It has never been contemplated to run the 
machinery and exhibit the several processes on 
Sunday in the same manner as on other days. 
The intention has been from the very first to 
have a quiet, restful Fair on that day, the 
chief interest of which would center in the 
Art Gallery and the exhibitions of those de- 
partments which do not necessitate human 
labor, or steam power, or the running of ma- 
chinery—in short, to place the sightseeing in 
Jackson Park much as has been done Sun- 
days in Lincoln and other parks. Congress, 
however, seems to be ignorant of this, and is 
proceeding upon the erroneous assumption 
that the directors propose to run the machin- 
ery on the tirst day of the week just as they 
will run it on the secular days. 

It is to be regretted therefore that the di- 
rectors have made no formal announcement 
of their purpose. If “they had done so it 
would have enlightened Congress, and at the 
game time it is certain there would not have 
been such vehement antagonism on the part 
of some of the church preachers. 

If Congress is going to saddle its loan or 
subscription, as the case may ba, with this 
onerous Sunday condition it will! become a 
serious question for the directors to consider 
whether they can accept it and thus deprive 
hundreds of thousands of people at the quiet 
enjoyment and recreation which they other- 
wise would have had. It will become a se- 
rious question whether they shal» not get the 
money somewhere else and give a Fair when 
the working people, who have no other day, 
and the strangers within their gates can go to 
see it in state of rest.

ALD. WGILLEN’ 8 3 ELECTRIC LIGHT ORDI- 
NANCE, 


Ald. McGillen has set forth an explanation 
of his électric light ordinance as well as a 
statement of the reasons for its introduction 
in the Council. He contends that the city is 
in the clutches of an odious and seditious 
monopoly, known as the “Sectional Under- 
ground Electric company,” which will not 
lease its conduits to competing corporations 
on reasonable terms, the result of which is 
| that the price of electric light in Chicago is 
excessive. Ald. McGillen’s remedly for this is 
to give a franchise to another company, which 
of course is asserted to be a reputable one, 
and which is not going to rip up all the paved 
streets until after the World’s Fair, which 
would leave a delay of sixteen mionths for its 
absorption by the monopoly company, 

If an ordinance of this kind proposed by 
Ald. McGillen were passed it would mean 
simply that the new set of promoters or 
speculators had money enough to get it 
through the Council. Once passed, then 
bonds would be sold, and if they began opera- 
tions the streets would be torn up in the usual 
fashion. It is now proposed to pave and re- 
pave 150 miles of streets and have them in 
good shape in time for the World’s Fair. As 
soon as the Fair is over this ordinance will 
allow the new benevolent anti- monopoly com- 
pany to tear them all up and leave them full 
of depressions, as is always done. Even if this 
speculative company should ever get under 
way, it might furnish electric light for a few 
weeks or months some cheaper than now, toa 
few persons; after a brief period it would be 
pooled, absorbed, or consolidated by the pres- 
sent monopoly company, which then would 
put up its rates still higher to make good the 
expense of the operation. The managers or 
promoters of the good and benevolent new 
company would sell out at figures big enough 
to recbup them for what they had advanced, 
including the Council’s boudie, and make a 
handsome profit besides. 

In view of this invariable experience of the 
city with all companies like that in question 
Ald. McGillen’ s ordinance shoulda have had an 
ironclad provision to the effect that if the al- 
leged pure-minded and benevolent company 
sells or leases its franchise or pools or fuses 
with the ald company the Cout oil reserves the 
right to forfeit its charter and take possession 
of it without the action of the courts; but 
there is ho such provisiqn, simply because 
the [promoters could not vend their 

bonds to with such 
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charges are ex- 
cessive, this ordinance should have had 
a clause fixing maximum rates very much 
lower than the existing monopoly ones, which 
are claimed by him to be far too high. But 


that has not been done in the ordinance. The 


people are left practically at the mercy of the 
speculative promoters, with the assurance 
that they are reputable anonymous citizens— 
an assurance which has been frequently made 
before with results which have always been 
disappointing, to say the least. 

Ald. McGillen’s ordinance, as it stands, will 
be of no benefit to the cify. It merely opens 
the way for the profitable boodle and black- 
mail sale of a franchise by one set of specu- 
lators to another. If it were put into practi- 
cal operation it would do vast injury to the 
paved streets. The property-holders who 
should have some rights in the premises do 
not yearn for it. The city has already suffered 
too much from schemes like this speculative 
one. The thing to do is to return the draft of 
the ordinance to the lawyer who drew it. 


UNHAPPY MAJAH JONES. 
Something happened at the Chicago conven- 
tion which Majah Jones of the St. Louis Re- 


public would like to have lost sight of, but 


which neither Republicans nor Democrats are 
likely to forget. The Majah had the honor 
and pleasure of presenting to the convention, 
on behalf of the Committee on Resolutions, a 
tariff straddle of the most contemptible kind. 
It was a slushy mixture of protection and free 
trade. If a sentence began with a declaration 
for the latter it wound up with something in 
favor of the former. 

Much to the surprise of the Majah, the con- 
vention took his handiwork, threw it on the 
fioor, spat and trampled on it. By a two- 
thirds vote it substituted for the free trade- 
protection cowardly plank a clear-cut, un- 
mistakable “tariff for revenue only plat- 
form. Jones and all his works were repudi- 
ated and he was told to goand write platforms 
for Randallites, as he evidently did not know 
how to do it for Democrats. 

The Majah has not yet recovered from the 
shame and mortification of his defeat. He 
feels as much hurt over the way his plank was 
kickéd out as if he himself had been booted. 
That is why he has nothing to say about the 
tariff. It has ceased to be an issue in his eyes. 
Instead of pitching into protection as former- 
ly, he assails that straw-stuffed scarecrow 
called the force bill.“ He professes to be 
alarmed dreadfully lest the cotton States 
shall be Republicanized through the agency 
of a military force bill“ and “ semi-military 
negro States be erected in the South. In 
a word, the Majah is talking precise- 
ly like the crow-eating editor of the New 
York Sun and those cowardly Southern papers 
which wish to dodge the free trade tariff is- 
sue. But the Majah’s motive differs from 
theirs. They are talking force bill because 
they are afraid of the effect of the unadulter- 
ated free trade issue on the voters. He is do- 
ing so because he wants to suppress that un- 
pleasant little affair which enlivened the pro- 
ceedings of the convention. The Majah feels 
sore yet when he thinks of how he was sat down 
upon, and how thirty Missouri delegates re- 
pudiated his dishonest tariff — plank. 


LET THE ‘WEAVER TICKET “ALONE. 

Congressman Q’Ferrall of Virginia says 
that the People’s party cannot carry a single 
Southern State, which is true, and that no 
self-respecting Southern man can vote for

THREE RIDICULOUS CIVIL SERVICE RE- 
FORMERS. 


Three mugwump saints named Foulke, 
Swift, and McKain, who live at Indianapolis 
pending the time when they will be translated 
to heaven to manage affairs there, have felt 
that their duty to themselves and the gom- 
‘munity requires them to announce that they 
cannot vote for Parmson and Reid and that 
they are going to vote for Clevéland and Ste- 
venson.

They are unable to see that 
their attitude is as farcically comic as if they 
were to announce that they preferred Cleve- 
land to Harrison because the former had 
given greater evidence of loyalty to the coun- 
try during the Democratic rebellion war. 
Have they really forgotten that their 
ideal civil service reform candidate for Vice- 
President was chief executioner for their 
civil service reformer Cleveland while he was 
President? and that he chopped off the heads 
of 50,000 fourth-class Postmasters for no 
Other reason than that they were Union men 
and had always been loyal to the Nation? 
Thousands of them had fought for the 
preservation of the Union. They were 
honest, faithful, and efficient, but they were 
decapitated as rapidly as the papers could be 
made out, and their places given to Demo- 
crats who were generally old Copperheads and 
were ignorant and inefficient and many 
of them dishonest.

’ THEY WERE BROUGHT TO BOOK. 

A few weeks ago President Harrison sent a 
message to Congress calling attention to the 
notorious fact that Canada, while pretending 
to allow American vessels to use the Domin- 
ion canals on the same terms as Canadian 
ones, was discriminating against the former 
by granting rebates to ships which went on 
down the St. Lawrence to Montreal, but re- 
fusing them to ships which discharged their 
freight at American ports on Lake Ontario. 
The -Dominion authorities had been remon- 
strated with, but refused to abandon a 
practice which was in clear violation 
of the treaty. But no .sooner did the 
Dominion Government see that the matter 
had been brought to the notice of Congress, 
and that retaliatory measures would doubtless 
be adopted requiring the Canadians to pay 
high tolls for passing through the canal at the 
Sault and preventing Canadian freight from 
passing in bond over American roads, than it 
appreciated the necessity of backingdown. It 
has, as announced by a telegram from Wash- 
ington, adjusted the tolls on the Dominion 
eanals so that the discriminations of which 
American shippers have complained so long 
and so justly will bo ended. The same com- 
plaints were made during President Cleve- 
land’s administration, but he was unable to 
bring the Canucks to terms, 


THE FIRST AMERICAN TARIFF. 

The senior Democratic organ admits that 
the first tariff act ever passed under the Con- 
stitution—that of 1789—was designed to pro- 
tect manufacturers as well: as to raise rev- 
enue, but it pleads in mitigation of this of- 
fense of the members of the First Congress 
that the duties were very low and “nota 
penny was laid upon the plainest necessaries 
of life.“ 

Let us see about that. The free list of that 
tariff was— 

Tin in pigs, tinplates, lead, old pewter, brass, 
iron or brass wire, copper in plates, wool, dyeing 
woods and dyeing drugs (other than indigo), raw 
hides, beaver, and all other furs and deer skins. 


Surely this list does not cover all the 
„ plainest necessaries of life.” The duty on 
salt was 12 cents a hundred pounds, or what it 
isnow. That on tea ranged from 10 to 30 
cents a pound; on nails and spikes it was a 
cent a pound—the-saine as now; on steel half 
a cent a pound—about the same as now; and 
on coal about 56 cents a ton—nearly what it 
is now. And the coal duty was made that 
high at the special request of a member from 
Virginia to protect the mines of that State 
against cheap English coal. Cotton and 
woolen goods, which are necessaries of life, 
were pretty well taxed—for protection. 
The ad valorem duties of the tariff of 2789 
which George Washington signed ranged from 
5 to 15 per cent. This may seem low, but it 
must be remembered that the price of manu-

o attempt such a move with the strikers 
and their wives in their present mood would 
undoubtedly cause a fight more bloody than 
was that of last week. Nearly 3,000 strikers 
are armed with Winchester rifles, revolvers, 
and shotguns, They do not carry their guns 
now that the militia bas come. But should 
an alarm be given 3,000 angry, hot-headed 
men would rush out with their weapons and, 
without a leader or guide, would pour in from 
all directions, mob-like, and attempt to res- 
cue the arrested leader, whoever he migbt be, 
What would follow in this event one can read- 
ily imagine. 

Watching Each Other. 

Gen. Snowden wisely enforced the strictest 
military discipline at Camp Black, and today 
no soldiers, aside from the provost guard, 
have visited the town.

VIEWS OF SENATOR PALMER CN 
THE RIGHTS OF LABOR. 


He Blossoms Out in His Usual Demagogic 
Style—Advocating the Rights of Strikers 
to Contiséate Their Employers’ Prop- 
erty—What Free Trade Means to the 
Labofing Man, According to a Demo- 
cratic Newspaper—The Two S:des to the 
Question at Homestead. 

New York Evening Post (Dem.): The Sen- 
ate took up the Homestead riot asa subject of 
discussion on a motion of Senator Peffer to 
appoint a select committee of three to inves- 
tigate Pinkerton and the Pinkerton men 
“since their first appearance in the United 
States to the present time. In the course of 
the debate Senator Palmer of Lilinois took 
very advanced positions on the labor question, 
which must lead him into the ranks ot the 
Bellamy Socialists, if he is not there already. 
This is rather surprising to people in the East, 
who had come to regard Mr. Palmer as rather 
conservative in his ways of thinking, he hav- 
ing voted against the disorganzing schemes of 
the silver men in the Senate, and having 
taken the deciive step at Chicago which made 
the nomination of Cleveland certain. 

The first thing that strikes vs as open to ob- 
jection or wholly condemnable is the Sena- 
tor’s habit of sheermmg away from his own 
conclusions ag soon as he comes in sight of 
them, and taking refuge in glittering generali- 
ties of speech. Thus, after contending power- 
fully for the laborer’s right to be hired and to 
remain in the service of the employer he has 
chosen—this being, as he acknowledges, a new 
class of rights springing out of the changed 
relation of men and things—he does not tell 
us where the laborers’ pay, or the manu- 
facturers’ profit, if any, is to come from, or 
how either the one or the other is to as- 
certained and adjusted. Upon these points he 
takes refuge in the phrases reasonable com- 
pensation and reasonable profits,“ as though 
there were standards on file somewhere by 
which these cquld be determined and also re- 
sources out of which they could be paid. 

Senator Palmer knows as a laywer that all 
disputes about reasonableuess which can- 
not be settled privately’ by the parties must 
go before a jury. Therefore his idea is that 
the new order of thi that has been ushered 
in lately requires a jury trial to determine 
the reasonableness of both wages and profits. 

The Bellamy Nationalist party, antici- 
pating the law’s delay in such cases, knowing 
that the laborers might starve and the manu- 
facturers be ruined while waiting for the ver- 
dict of the court and jury, have run ahead 
and lodged ih the central government the 
Whale power to regulate these matters. See- 
ing, furthermore, that no power can compel 
an employer to pay what he has not got, or 
for that matter what he says he has not, 
they provide that the government shall 
so regulate all employment at the fountain- 
head that there Will be just enough of every- 
thing produced to satisfy all reasonable wants 
and nothing over, and so that all shall be will- 
ing to work the requisite number of hours per 
day at the particular trades requisite to satisfy 
all wants. 

The Bellamy program is at least compre- 
hensible. That it is unworkable on any such 
planet as that on which our lot is cast is the 
opinion of all the recogaized thinkers who 
have taken the trouble to look into it, but it 
is at least possible to see what it means and 
where it brings us. This is more than can be 
said for Senator Palmer’s plar. The Socratic 
dialogue, if applied to him, would drive him 
straight into the Bellamy camp or into that of 
the Socialists Of the school of Marx. When 
once there he would be asked to show where 
the State is to find means to pay the work- 
man’s reasonable compensation or the won-

. | are to have “their rea- 
sonable wants satisfied. 
These would not be the only questions con- 
fronting the honorabie Senator. Some people 
would want ta know at what time the new 
order of things was ushered in by virtue of 
which the Homestead rioters had a right to 
take possession of toe-property after they had 
struck or been locked out. pon this point 
Mr, Palmer was more emphatic than lucid, 
saying: 
maintain, therefore, that at the time of 
the assault upon these strikers at Homestead 
they were where they had a right to be; they 
were upon grund they had a right to defend. 
Do you ask me if these men may by force take 
possession of the property of another? No. 
They were conducting themselves in the line 
of their rights, as I understand them.. Busi- 
ness was suspended, and these men were sim- 
ply awaiting a settlement of the disputed ques- 
tions between them and their employers. 
Mark me! I maintain the right of owners 
of property to operste it at their will. I main- 
tain the right of the operative to Assist in its 
operation. I maintain the right of both par- 
ties to reasonable compensation for their serv- 
ices. I maintain the right of these laborers 
to continuous employment, dependent not 
upon the will of the employer, but dependent 
on the good conduct of the employés.”’ : 
If there is such athing as the right to seize 
other people’s property and to commit an as- 
sault, it must be of very recent birth. Indeed, 
we gather from the telegraph report of Mr. 
Palmer’s speech that these rights are still 
inchoate, but are on the point of being estab- 
lished. Whether theyare to be fixed by act 
of Congress of of the several State Legisla- 
tures, or by judicial decision, or by common 
consent, is still uncertain. It is to be hoped 


that when the time comes for defining them 


they will not be restricted to operatives 
in iron mills, but made general, so that, for 
instance, if the hired men in a harvest field or 
a cotton plantation are not satisfied with their 
wages, or their employer discharges them for 
any reasun, they will have the right to seize 
the farm and commit an assault on the farm- 
er's family. 1e waiters in a dining-room 
ought to have the right to seize the hotel and 
operate it in their own way, and compel the 
ejected landlord to go on paying them rea- 
sonable compensation.“ These two rights be- 
ing somewhat conflicting in any imaginable 
state of the law the resu/t would probably be 
a smashing of the crockery and a bill for 
damages. Who vught to pay the bill would 
be a difficult question to answer, but not more 
difficult than a hundred others that Senator 
Palmer raises, 


A Democratic Enemy of Labor—Free Trade 
Means Lower Wages—What One Demo- 
crat Says of Another One. 

N. I. Sun (Dem.): The infamous N. Y. 
World (Dem.) calls on the Democrats of the 
House to *‘ suspend the rules and pass a bill 
reducing the duties on iron and on all of the 
Carnegie steel manufactures at least one. 
half. That, it tells the Democratic ma- 
jority, “ would be poetic justice, good poli- 
tics, and an admirable enforcement of the 
Homestead object lesson upon the relation of 
high tariffs to lowered wages. 

This pretended friend of labor wants the 
Democrats in Congress to punish Mr. Car- 
negie by declaring themselves in favor of a 
policy to reduce the wages of his workmen 
far below the scale aipst which they are 
now fighting. It would make the Democratic 
party responsible fora policy which would 
shut up our iron and steel mills and lock 
out many thousands of operatives, and com- 
pel them to rdmain out until they were forced 
by starvation to work for less than the cheap- 
est of the Carnegie workmen. 

The whole iron and steel industry in this 
country, whether it has its seat at Homestead 
or elsewhere, is dependent on the tariff which 
the scatter-brained and anarchistic Worid 
would have the Democrats in Congress vote 
to destroy. It is organized under that tariff. 
The tariff is essential to its prosperity, its 
very continuance, on the present acale of 
wages. The mills cannot sell their iron and 
steel cheaper unless they pay less for their 

roduction. In other words, they must pay 


the scale of wages in those by reason of their 
com petition with the laborers already there. 
If the tariff on iron a were reduced 
by at least one-half,” of course they would 
fall in price, and not less certainly would the 
wages of the operatives concerned in their 
production fall pro ately. Men will 
not put their capital into manufactures if they 
cannot make a fair interest on it. They will 
shut up their mills if they cannot run them 
without losing money. 

This demagogical World, this pestilent en- 
emy of labor, would follow the oriental 
method of punishing @ Man against whom 

ou have a grudge by committing suicide on 
his doorstep. 

Free trade, of course, means lower wages. 
The two go together, necessarily. With free 
trade all around, however, argue the free 
traders, the lower wages would buy more. 
Everything would be cheaper, they say, for 
the cost of production would be less because 
of the lower wages paid. But to take off the 
tariff on one protected industry without re- 
moving it from all is an outrage on the free 


trade doctrine. 


The Merits of the Homestead Trouble. 

New York Post (Dem.): Hardly any one 
who recollects the principal struggles of re- 
cent years between workmen and their em- 
ployers can have failed to be struck with the 


extent to which the Homestead laborers have 


obtained the sympathy of the classes socially, 
above them. At the timeof the difficulty. 


between the Knights of Labor and the 


officers of the New 45 8 * 
two years ago no such sympathy was felt. 
When the Reading railroad and 

Burlington and Quincy railroad had their 
struggles with their men, the sentiment of the 
well-to-do was on the side of the corporations. 
The same may be said of the coal-heavers’ 
strike at Hoboken, of the recent pavers’ strike, 
and of the lockout of the housesmiths. The 
issues in the present strife are not different to 
the superficial view from those of these previ- 
ous controversies, but it is apparent that in 
this case the employers receive at the most a 
rather grudging recognition of their legal 
rights, while the strong support of an earnest 
public opinion is denied them. 

What is the cause of this different attitude 
of the public? Sofar as the employers are 
concerned we do not see that anything is said 
against their treatment of their n. The 
Village of Homestead is descri as made 
up largely of houses owned by their workmen, ' 
their mills are titted with all the most im- 
proved contrivances for manufacturing’ steel 
with the minimum of human exertion, tney. 
have recognized the great union of their men, 
the Amalgamated Association, and they have 
foralong time accepted a scale of wages 
satisfactory to this union. These wages, 
too, are apparently very high. The 
table given in the American anufact- 
urer shows wages ranging from $2 up to more 
than $14 for twelve hour’s work. in some 
of the Pittsburg bar mills, it may be said 
in corroboration of these figures, the pro- 
prietors report the average wages of rollers 
as over $15 a day. wages have 
been increased in recent years by improve- 
ments in machinery that make labor more 
effective, and though they may increase in- 
detinitely with the price of the product, they 
do not fall when it falls belew a certain point. 
The reduction of this minimum was justitied 
by the steady decline in the price of steel; it 
affected in any event not more than one-tenth 
of the men at the Homestead works, and even 
after this reduction the wages earned will gen- 
erally, owing to the increased output, be 
greater than when the scale was signed. The 
only other point involved was a change in the 
0 wien the scale should expire, the em- 
ployers, for business reagoys, desiring the be- 
ginning of the calendar year, the men prefer- 
ring June 30, because they regard it as a more 
fav rable time for a strike should they 
decide upon one. But, accepting the con- 
tention of. the men, there was certain- 
ly nothing outrageous in the claim of the 
masters. 

On the other hand, the workmen present no 
argument in justification of their action of 
any validity either at law or in morals. They 


practically assert that the mills are their pr 0 
05 not the r 


money built them. They profess to be pro- 
tecting this property, but by preventing the 
owners from using it they destroy its value. 
It is not the material substance that gives its 
value to pruperty, but the use that is made of 
it, and so far as making use of the property at 
Homestead is concerned the owners of it 
would be as well off with a grant of land in 
the moon. The motive of this action on the 
part of the men is to make it impossible for 
any man to work in these mills unless they 
give him permission. This work they have 
monopolized through their union, and they 
mean to maintain their monopoly. In actmg 
upon this motive they fired upon the Pinkerton 
inen— for it seems to be clear that the first 
shots came from the shore—and thereby took 
life without justification. They were where 
they had no legal right to be. They fired 
without the excuse which the law recognizes, 
and the best that they can say for themselves 
is that they were acting in defense of a claim 
to deprive rich men of their property and 
poor men of their right to labor. The Pinker- 
ton men, on the other hand, were lawfully 
landing upon ground which they were em- 
ployed by the owners to guard and they fired 
only in self-defense. That they can honestly 
plead that they were in fear of their lives is 
amply shown by their subsequent fate, which 
rivals in horror tit of the captives taken by 
our aborigines in their wars. Upon the whole 
it must be said that the conduct of these 
Homestead workmen is utterly unjustifiable 
legally and atrocious morally, all that can be 
said for them being that they have not been 
guilty of the crowning tolly of destroying the 
works which have furnished them support. 


Suppose the Property of the Strikers Had 
Been Seized, 

New York Sun (Dem.): The anarchistic 
press upholding the rioters’ seizure of the Car- 
negie property may get a clearer view of the 
truth if it will consider a reversal of the 
circumstances at Homestead. 

In Homestead many of the workmen, we 
believe, own their homes, just as Mr. Carnegie 
owns the milla. Suppose that the members of 
the company, outnumbering the workmen, 
had seized upon these houses, the property of 
their employés, and had sworn that if the 
latter refused to agree to their terms they 
would keep pussession of them in defiance of 
law, and that the Sheriff; seeking to restore 
the houses to their rightful owners, as he was 
bound to do, had beep turned away with 
threats of violence and his proclamation 
against riot torn down. 

Would not the Carnegie company have 
been damned by the voice of every honest 
citizen of the United States? Would not the 
entire press, depraved and honest, decent or 
anarchistic, blind or farseeing, fanatical or 
sober, have let loose its denunciation upon 
the outrage, upon this atrocious invasion of 
the rights of property and individual liberty? 
Would not the poltroon who presides as 
Governor over the State of Pennsylvania have 
sent the entire military of the State by the 
first train to see that justice was done in 
Homestead? . : 

Suppose the Homestead employés them- 
selves, after an attempt by the authorities to 
vindicate the law had failed, had marched to 
the doors of their homes and demanded en- 
trance, and, upon being threatened with the 
guns of the commas, had defended ‘hern- 
selves with fury.» Would not every man with 
a spark of spirit in his heart have said that 
these locked-out owners were fighting in de- 
fense of the first principle of civilized society, 
fighting for their sacred and inalienable 
rights? 

There is no need of asking such questions. 
Of course they would. Yet this same course 
of action, with the actors changing sices, is 
what has been seen at Homestead, and which 
has received at least for atime the rabid vili- 
fication of certain newspapers which thought 
they could make a dollar out of it, and of mis- 

ided workmen who have handed over their 
judgment and their loyalty to law and liberty 
to the keeping of venomous and demagogiral 
leaders.

Judge Gresham yesterday entered a decree 
of foreclosure in favor of the American Loan 
and Trust company of Boston against the 
Iinois Coal and Coke company, and appointed 
James Sterrett a special master to enforce the 
decree and sell the property.

a mortgage of $500,000 was filed last week, and 
to which the compeny made no defense. 
The mortgage was given to secure an 
issue of bonds for $500,000 5 
all the company’s mines and othe 

property situated near Peoria and in Fulton 
County. Default was made in the payment 
of the interest on the bonds, and the holders 
of $365,000 worth of the securities elected to 
declare all the interest due. There is now 
due to the complainant, including interest, 
$523,755. The court ordered a sale of the 
property in twenty days, the same to be ad- 
vertised in Peoria. The property is said to 
be worth less than one-third the amount of 
the claims, including the Homer, Mapleston, 
and Orchard mines in Peoria and Fulton 
Counties. ;

PLANS FOR DENMARK’S EXHIBIT. 


Minister Carr Talks About the Scandi- 
navian Kingdom's Industries. 
‘Clark E. Carr, United States Minister to 
Denmark, was at the Grand Pacific yesterday. 
He is enthusiastic over the prospect of an ex- 
tensive exhibit from that kimgdom, as it will 
cost 250,000 crowns, which is a larger sum 
than that appropriated by any other country 
in the world in proportion to population. 
When asked for his views on the subject Mr. 


Carr said: : 
„When the World's Fair question first pre- 
sented itself over there it attracted little 
attention. There seemed to bea feeling that 
in a country as new as ours it could scarcely 
be possible to make an exposition that would 
attract attention in Europe. The question 
was frequently asked, ‘ What have we to ex- 
hibit?” The sentiment was unanimous, it may 
be said, if we had au exposition at all it could 
only be successful in New York. 
Our emigration and merchandise in ‘so 
great a decree goingto New York, every one 
seemed to think it the only city in the United 
States worthy of consideration. I have had it 
said to me many times: ‘I suppose you are 
from New York.’ Belonging as I do to IIli- 
nois, I was of course from the first desirous of 
having the Exposition located in Chicago, and 
was moved to take an interest in the question 
by letters from Col. George R. Davis. 
He said to me, so far as the in- 
fluence of our representatives abroad 
was concerned he was afraid it was against 
Chicago and favorable to New York. He 
spoke of the fact that Minister Reid at Paris, 
Minister Phelps at Berlin, Minister Grant at 
Vienna, Minister Thomas at Stockholm and 
others, were either from the neighborhood of 
New York or from the East. 

‘4 urged that if the Exposition was held in 
New York visitors would see the Exposition, 
but nothing of the country. Whereas, if 
located at Chicago, tickets could be soid from 
Copenhagen to Chicago and return almost as 
cheaply as from Copenhagen to New York. | 

„It is understood that the principal exhibit 
from Denmark will be the ware of the royal 
porcelain factory. This porcelain Shas been 
for a long time sought for in different coun- 
tries of Europe, but only recently has it been 
introduced into the United States. 

„One of the great industries in Den mark is 
the manufacture of silverware. 1 have never 
seen in any country silver candelabra or silver 
sets of such exquisite pattern as in Copen- 


hagen. mt 
„There has been a movement in Copen- 
hagen toward a reproduction of the casts of 
the greatest works of Thorwaldsen for 
the Exposition. This was first suggest 
ed by a letter from Lyman J, 
Gage forwarded to me by Col. Davie. 
In proposing to have reproduced casts of 
his works for the Exposition Mr. sug- 
gested and Col. Davis approved idea of 
not only using them for the Ex tion, but 
having them preserved permanently m the 
Chicago Art Institute. On account of what 
seemed to be a serious misu in 
regard to the allotment of space to 
the movement toward reproducing these casts 
has been stopped at Copenhagen, but I am 
led to believe from an interview with, Col. 
Davis this morning that this matter be 
satisfactorily adjusted.

The Local Market Is Lifeless Outside of 
the Cable Securities—Board of Trade 
Men Worried by the Anti-Option Bill— 
Crop Damage Reports and Strong Late 
Cables Change the Sentiment in Grain, 
and Closings Were Higher—Provisions 
Depressed by Realizing Sales. 


West Chicago Street railroad stocks made a 
net advance during the day of five points. North 
Side stock advanced 2% points from the last price 
Tuesday. Both stocks closed at the highest 
price they have ever sold at. The market was 
manipulated and fluctuations were easily in the 
hands of a few operators. In the morning West 
Side stock was sold down. The opening was at 
174, which was exactly the price the stock closed 
at Tuesday, Strenuous efforts were made to sell 
ten share lots while the sellers snapped up fifty 
and hundred share offers. The selling tactics 
were successful, however, and the price went off 
rapidly to 173. Considerable stock was pic up 
at about that figure, and toward the cl of the 
morning session it was evident that about all the 
floating stock in the hands of weak holders had 
been shaken out, and thé price firmed up some- 
what. The stock closed on the morning call at 
173% regular and at 174% for the account. It 
opened higher in the afternoon. It was 2% points 
higher for regular steck, the first sale being of 
176. From that the price went up steadily to a 
close at 178, with the market apparently firm 
at that figure. North Side stock was strong all 
day. It sold up to 219 for the account and 218% 
regular, and closed with considerable stock want- 
ed and little for sale. 

The prediction of the enthusiasts inthis rise 
is that North Side will sell at 225 within a week, 
and that West Side is certain to get above 200 
within a comparatively short time. A great 
many brokers do not share in these roseate opin- 
ions, however, and they decline to advise their 
clients to purchase. In spite of this talk that 
prices are too high the stock goes up with a sur- 
prising ease. The whole situation is summed up 
in the statement that there is no stock for sale. 
A vast quautity of stock, counted by the tens of 
thousand shares: has been absolutely taken out 
of the market and locked up for the present at 
least. The stock of the North Side and West Side 
companies is rapidly getting into the shape that 
the stock of the City railway has long been in, a 
situation where it is practically all out of the 
hands of speculative holders and into the strong 
boxes of actual investors, or at least in the hands 
of holders who have paid for the stock and will 
not be affected by slight fluctuations of the mar- 
ket. 

The report on the floor of the exchange is that 
the West Chicago company earned in June $41,000 
more than the earnings in June, 1891, and that 
the North Side increased its gross receipts $26,000 
in that month. One ofthe must frequent argu- 
ments that are heard advanced by the bulls on these 
street railway properties is that this increase will 
go almost wholly into net earnings. They say 
that itcosts about so much to operate the road 
abyway, and if the receipts can be increased 
$1,000 a day the not earnings will be increased 
almost an equal amount.
